SPEND $200,000 THIS YEAR

‘The estimates to be passed by the 
Dominion Parliament now in session 
al Ottawa provide $200,000 for expend- 
iture this year by the newly organized 
Canadian Travel Bureau, of which D, 
L. Dolan, ot Ottawa is director. The 
amount is double that voted lasi year, 
when the Bureau was brought into 
operauion, 

This development along tourist 
lines is of the utmost importance to 
Alberta,, rich as it is in attractions 
that draw the motoring thousands 
from afar, 

Time and again the Alberta Motor 
Association has emphasized the need 
of improving highways of this prov- 
ince to meet the demands of ever- 
growing tourist industry. It is evident 
that the Travel Bureau’ will wage an 


extensive campaign this year in order 
| to attract tourists to Canada, and ob- 


viously Alberta, with its great nation- 
al parks, will be a magnet, 


That means more business for all 
Alberta Residents, whether they are 
city, town or rural dwellers. Tourist 


business will be brought to their door, 
all providing, of course, that  high- 
Ways are of a type that tourists are 
prepared to drive over. 

Under such conditions people of 
this province can well be expected to 
presentn a united front in advocating 
better highways in all directions. lt is
